A, order to underttand this, it will be neceffary 
cogive a fhurc Account ef tie Caule of Ice in ge. 
reral, Experience demonftrates that there arc in 
Water an itio'te Number of {mall Particles of Au: 
For if an open Veffel tull of Wate: be piaced in an 
Air-Pump, as the Air is pumped vut of the Machine, 
the Warer will be feen to bubble up, and to fend 
forth a great (uantity of grofs Air. Now it 1s 
known and fnfficiently proved. by Philofophers that 
every Particie of Air has in itfelf an Elaftick Force 
cr the Vertue of a Spring. Suppofing then thata 
Multitude of {uch Springs have more Force in cold 
Weather, and that they untend themfelves i: Proportion 
to the Degree of Cold, it will nor be diffi ult ro con. 
ceive, that the uobending of the Springs, together with 
she Preffure of the external Air upon the Surface of 
tie Water, wi!l lock up the Particles of Water, wih 
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which they are intermixted, on all Sides. aad fo form 
them into a hard Body. That. the Springs cf the 
Air do thus really unbend or dilate themieives in in- 
ter is proved from their taking up then a larger Space 
in Water: Fer the Bubbles of Air which are imper- 
cepuble inthe Warer while it continues Jiguid, are 
Upon its Freezing rendred vifible. The Reason of 
which can be no other than the Dilatation of thofe 
Particles of Air, or the unbending of its Springs 
As therefore thofe Springs unbend themfeves, they 
muft prefs againft .one another the fmall Parts of 
Water which they hold fhur up. This being admit- 
ted, all the Ph.cnomena of Ice may be eafily, explained. 
Particuiarly the Reafon why the Spirit of Wine, Bran- 
dy, and other Liquors ef the fame fert. do rarely if - 
ever freeze, is, that their Parts being in a quick Mo- 


tion, as iseviyenc from their fudden Evaporation, it 


fo'lows, that the Air inter{petted in thofe Liquors, 
is much more {ubul and confequently has lefs E- 
lafliciry, than thar which 1s interf{perfed in common 
Water or Oi), fince the Spring of the Air is princi- 
pally in ars grois Parcs. Burt the Reafon why Quitk- 
filver does not freeze is diffsrent from the other ; 
and that is csatthe Parts of it ar¢ extremely {mooth 
and pol:flied, fo rhat they can eafily flide againft or 
by one another, without embarailing or ftopping one 
another. Jc muft be confidered alfo that Quick. fiiver 
being a very denie Fiuid, the groffer Particles of Air 
Cannot intinuate themieives into u, and therefore can- 
not aflect ir with the bending or unbending of their 
Springs. |

hear a bare Confort, than for a Play, when alfo they 
will hear as good or better Mufic. Yet it is notmuch 
to be wonder’d at if there may be fuch a Defign on 
Foor, fince not one Project in ten, anfwers the Un- 
dertakers Ends.
